H.B. 196 Continuing Education Requirements for Landscape Architects  (Rep. R. C.

Webb)

Rep. Webb explained the bill to the committee assisted by Jay Nielson, Utah Chapter, American

Society of Landscape Architects, who distributed handouts.  Mark Vlasic and Troy Herold, Utah

Chapter, American Society of Landscape Architects spoke in favor of the bill and responded to

questions from the committee.
